District Court in Cleveland, Ohio, on narcotios charges in 
1986. Informant revealed that he definltely is no longer in 
the narcotios business aná has no intention of ever starting 
up in this business again,

with his very close friend, PETE DI GRAVIO. He stated that 
he and PETE likewise about a year ago started up a small

“to the :$100 to $500 range so that "we can't get hurt", He 
stated that contrary to what might be said, neither he nor 
PETS pub up with any "rough stuff" when it comes to collecting 
on these loans and added that no rough stuff was necessary 
because of the small amounts they lend out,

operated bn Mayfield Road in the heart of Little Italy, owed 
him or PETE any money. Informant smiled and said that 
id owé them some mone b they were not too concerned 
about it. He stated that] likewise owed quite. a few other 
people money in Cleveland and as a result of this had "blow 
own", . ` ` 


Informant mentioned that when he and DI GRAVIO 


operated "Toys! Police RICHARD WAGNER caused 
it to close, .operated a high dice game at 
"Toys" which was a housé game. He stated that [Î was making 


good money, but that he could not resist the urge to shoot craps 
and play barbout himself and this was his undoing. 


Informant stated that both he and PETE still are 
very fond of and even though he owes them money now, if | 
he came to them for help they would not leñd him any money, but 
they would see to it that he would have money to eat, pay his 
rent, ete, 


Informant remarked that today Cleveland and vicinity 
ls "pretty clean", He stated that because of the new Federal 
anti-gambling laws which were passed several years ago, no 
real big boolmakérs or big lay-off men could now operate, He 
stated that today in Cleveland "yon have a lot of little guys 
booking", but that "nobody wants to use the long distance phone", 


Informant revealed that before he was sent to the” 
T å e and PETE DI GRAVIO 
in the City of Cleveland, an 
Very We ES . . He stated that all during the time they 
had this game no attempt by the "short coats" was made to 
` muscle into their operation. He explained «that by "short coats", 


he meant the "Mafia guys, syndicate guys, la Cosa Nostra guys

He stated that this girl is hopelessly in love with 
DI GRAVIO and resists any attempts on DI GRAVIO's pars to 
leave her. He stated that DI GRAVIO has tried every possible 
way to "unload" her including sitting down with the girl's ` 
mother and the girl herself in an effort to convinse her that 
"the situation was no good". Ee stated that whe: r PETE 
tries to get rid of her she carries on something terrible, 
threatens to commit suicide and gives him a real bad time.

He stated that 
this would have been during the early 1950's, He revealed that 
SPOTT was very friendly with the late LOU ROTHKOPF, well 

known Cleveland gambling figure who also had a big piece of 
the Desert Inn in Las Vegas. He stated that SPOT 

went out to Las Vegas to see ROTHKOPF and ROTHKOPP gave him 
$20,000 to pay off his markers. He-stated that ROTEKOPF 

also told SPOTT to find any kind of business he wanted in 

Las Vegas, but.ROTHKOPF would finance it and they would be 
fifty fifty partners. He stated that SPOPT was interested in 
the. proposition, but decided to come back to Cleveland to 
wind up his affairs there.

It is felt that this initial interview with the 
informant went fairly well and informant definitely was of 


the opinion that he could have been subpoenaed or his 
name brought out at the big narcotics trial recently .

Informant said thabl_______]an old time Italian, 
spent many years in Cleveland and was unable to make a name b6 
for himself in the Italian element and so went to Youngstown, 70 
Ohio, At Youngstown, he became acquainted with DE NIRO and kän 
financed DE NIRO in the rackets and became a partner óf 
VINCE's in the cigarette vending business, as well as the 
numbers, right from the beginning. 


According to informant, SANDY NAPLES and DE NIRO 
continued to have difficulties with one another, About this 
time[ ^ ]sterted taking DE NIRO to Cleveland to talk, with 
JOHN DE MARCO (Apalachin attendee), and FRANK BRANCATO, a 
close associate of DE MARCO, in order to discuss DE NIRO's 
aiffioulties with SANDY NAPLES and what could be done about 
it. 


Informant revealed that DE NIRO gradually drifted ` 
into the control of the Cleveland "syndicate" in this manner.

Informant further revealed that he does not feel 
that JOEY or JIMMY NAPLES (the only two remaining NAPLES 
brothers), will be the next individuals marked for kiliing 
because their deaths would not prove anything, and in 
addition there is really nothing left for the NAPLES

When asked who specificaliy might have been 
responsible for MOIO's death, informant revealed that it 
Would be difflcult to establish this because the possibility 
exists that they could have imported peóple from out of town 
to do the job and on the other hand it would be, typical of 
the "syndicate" to have MOIO's best friend öz close associate 
either do the job or set him up for the job, 


Informant remarked that now the only "syndicate! 
man left in the Youngstown area is DOMINICK MALTAMO, who is

MILANO, "was a nothing", and today TONY is a somebody only 
because he is FRANK MILANO's brother. Informant mentioned 
that in his opinion TONY MILANO still exerts a certain 
control over a number of unions in Cleveland, mostly thoge 
run by the Teamsters. He stated that LOUIS "BABE" TRISCARO, 
Cleveland Teamster official, although he is not a "syndicate" 
member, was put in his position by TONY MILANO and would 
have to answer directly to him, 


Informant expressed the opinion thatif the 
Government could break the "syndicate's" stronghold on the 
unions that they would break up the "syndicate", 


Informant expressed the opinion that the Pittsburgh 
"syndicate" has no particular hold on rackets in the Youngs- 
town area, 


Informant stated that this would not be true, 
however, of the Detroit "syndicate". He explained that a 
group of four individuals, all of whom were members of 
the Detroit "syndicate" of the LICAVOLI's, were ail fugitives 
a number of years ago as a result of a murder in "Toledo, 
and when they got squared away with the authorities, these 
individuals all settled around Warren, Ohio. Informant 
mentioned that included in this four were LEO MOCERI, ERNIE 
LA SALLE, and another individual named "BOLEY" or "BAIDY', 
He stated that this would explain the eventual influence’ 
of the Detroit "syndicate" in the Northeastern Ohio area. 
He stated that as far as he could ascertain; all' of these 
individuals had to answer to JAMES LICAVOLI, aka., Jack’ 
White, whom he described as a cousin of PETE LICAVOLL and 
a member of the Detroit "syndicate" who is currently residing 
in Cleveland, 


Informant stated that he does not know factually 
of anything in this area that JACK WHITE has going for him 
today. He stated that WHITE probably has more money' than 
he will ever know what to do with and that it would all be 
in cash, He stated that WHITE made virtually all his money 
2 number of years ago around the Warren, Ohio, area when 
he was & 50 per cent partner in the old Jungle Inn. He 
stated that he doubts if anyone outside of JACK WHITE would 
know where he keeps his cash. He mentioned that the only 
one who possibly would have known the location of WHITE's

Informant remarked “that nobody likes WHITE and 
added that WHITE confides in no one and no one knows his 
business. He stated that WHITE does not ever own a car 
or any property, and "lives like a peasant". 


Informant stated that a number of years ago WHITE 
used to visit the FRANK MILANO residence when’ MILANO was 
living in Akron, Ohio. 


With regard to FRANK MILANO, informant mentioned 


` that during the prohibition era when Cleveland racket“ 


figures were "being killed like flies", FRANK MILANO was 
deeply involved. Informant remarked that the prohibition 
in Cleveland would make the recent bombings and killings 
look like a "fireworks" display by comparison. Informant 
stated that the pressures became so great on FRANK MILANO 
that he decided to get out of Cleveland, but he did hot 
want to go so far that hé would lose control of Cleveland 
so he moved to Akron, Ohio, and purchased a 17 acre 
estate for practically nothing. Informant stated that 
MILANO's decision to move to Akron during that time was 
probably influenced by the fact that MILANO had a very ' 
close friend, JOE GUERRIERI, who lives in Akron and is very 
well liked. 


Informant revealed that as far as he knows FRANK 
MILANO today is in very poor health and is residing in 
Mexico City.

He revealed that JOE LONARDO 
was considered the boss.of the Mafia in the Cleveland area 
and FRANK MILANO was very closely associated with him, and 
Subsequently became the head of the Cleveland Mafia when 
JOE LONARDO was killed. 


The informant related that in the late 1920's, one 

"DOCTOR" BAZZANO, a top Mafia man from Pittsburgh, killed 
she VOLPE brothers in Pittsburgh, who were also Mafia members. 
The New York section of the Mafia, which was considered 
most powerful because of “the large amount of money they 
controlled and because of the large number of members, became 
incensed over the killing of the VOLPE brothers because the 

killing was not cleared through them. They called BAZZANO 
ES New York where he was given a hearing and at the hearing 
it was agreed that the VOLPES should have been killed, but 
that permission shoúld have been obtained from the New Yori 
BAZZANO's body was found in a sack in New York with 
multiple ice pick wounds following this hearing which he had 
before the New York group. The New York group subsequently 
recetved information to the effect that BAZZANO had cleared 

the VOLPE killings with FRANK MILANO of Cleveland and so they 
issued orders that FRANK MILANO should be killed. The

Although the photographic survey proposed by you 
in referenced letter has some merit, there appears to be a 
question as to the desirability of establishing such a survey 
under existing conditions. 


For instance, the age of the source, 70, and the 
fact that this source appears to be a neighborhood source 
who is in no way connected with the criminal element and 
therefore cannot be treated as a criminal informant, are of 
significance. 


The possibility of this individuals actions becoming 
known to the hoodlum element can possibly result in retaliation 
and can create considerable embarrassment. It is felt that 
the results to be gained from such an arrangement do not warrant 
exposing this individual, not considered a criminal informant, 
to the apparent dangers involved. 


Your proposal as set forth in referenced letter 


is not being approved and you should make every effort to 
meet this situation through other approaches.

TT veveaied that the first time he had heard of b6 
the organization called La Cosa Nostra was when all of the publicity pyc

VALACHI came as no surprise to him, He stated that he had always 
considered the organization termed La Cosa Nostra by VALACHI to 
be the Mafia or the Black Hand. He stated that although he has 
lived and worked among members of the Mafia for many years in 
Little Italy he had always resisted becoming a part of the organi- 
zation and had always endeavored to stay "on the other side of 
the fence", and to be a good citizen. 


He stated that during his early years around Little 
Italy he regarded the Cleveland area leader of the Mafia to be 
"SIG JOE" LONARDO, who was subsequently murdered, 


He stated that as he now recalls it, LONARDO!s place 
as area head of the Mafia was taken by FRANK MILANO and that 
when MILANO left this area to go to Mexico "BIG AL" POLIZZI took 
over. He stated that he knew ail three of these individuals 
quite well and considered all of them to be extremely tough yet 
intelligent men. He stated that when POLIZZI left Cleveland in 
the 1940's to go to Miami, ha is not quite certain who assumed 
leadership of the Mafia locally. 


He stated that subsequent to this time he regarded TONY 
MILANO, brother of FRANK MILANO to at least be one of the leading 
figures in the organization, 


He stated that about the time POLIZZI left for Florida 
there seemed to be a concerted effort on the part of the Mafia 
to inflitrate various labor unions in the Cleveland area. He
